RIOTING 


At Chicago Renewed Today With 


Serious Results. 


Two Hundred Policemen are Trying To 


Dandle the Mobs. 


MANY ARE HURT, FIFTY ARE ARRESTED 


Before Noon Today All the Drivers Employed By Big Department 


Stores Had Quit Work—More Trouble is Ex- 


pected in the Windy City. 


Chicago, June 3—This afternoon 


riots between striking teamsters and 


non-union drivers and the police are in 


progress at two down town points. 


Many persons have been injured and 


over firty arrests have been made. 


Two hundred policemen are trying to 


handle the mobs with but little sue- 
*w 


cess. 


The most serious riot is in progress 


at Polk and Flate streets. The other 


is raging at Clark and Harrison. More 


officers have been called for 


Chicago, June 3—Before noon today 


all the drivers employed by the depart- 
ment stores quit worK. The big stores 
of Marshall Field, Seigel Cooper & 


Co., 
Mandel Bros., and Schlesinger & 


Meyer 
in addition to the 
Boston 


store,. Fair,.And Rothschild -company 
are affected. Their delivery business 
is completely tied up. 


The warring faction 
in the team- 


sters' strike were 
gathering their 


forces all night long, and it was freely 
predicted this morning that today's 
struggle would be more" bitter than 
that of, yesterday. 


The full force of Chicago's police 


is on waiting orders. Chief O Neil has 
sent forth the command that every po- 
liceman on a vacation must be recall- 
ed and brought into active work at 
once. 


Reports that 100 colored men would 


arrive in the city to take the places of 
striking teamsters created a storm in 
the stock yard district last night. 
Fifty policemen were detailed to pro- 
tect the negroes, who it is said, will 
arrive today. 


The department store drivers' strike 


spread this morning when the drivers 
employed by the Boston store and the 
A. M. Rothschild Co. quit work be- 
cause their employers attempted to 
deliver under cover goods bought at 
the Fair where the strike was inaugur- 
ated 


Chicago, June 3.—While the meat 


riots this morning between the non- 
union drivers protected by the police 
and on the other side a mob of 10,000 
were serious, 
there was no loss ot 


life. At State and Adams streets a 
rush for a meat wagon was made but 
the police used clubs freely and beat 
off the crowd. Finally the 
wagons 


had to be driven back to the stock 
yards. 


Chicago, June 3—As was feared, 


bloodshed and riot have at last formed 
a part of the record of the meat team- 
sters' strike. Numerous clashes have 
taken place between the police and 
the strikers or their sympathizers. 


The police and employes of 
the 


packing companies were stoned and 
at one place when surrounded by a 
dense crowd of men and women, the 
police, 50 strong, under command of 
Lieutenant Collins, maddened by the 
numerous stones with which they were 
being pelted drew their revolvers and 
charged full into the crowd which 
showed no dispostion to retreat. Fists,' 
stones and clubs were brought into re- 
quisition by the strikers and the po- 
lice used the butt en^s of their revolv- 
ers freely. When this fight was over 
there were a.number of the strikers 
needing surgical attention. 


None was dangerously Injured M 


far as known, however and the wound- 
ed strikers were carried off by their 
friends. 
The fighting began on the 


West Side shortly afternoon and in 
different parts of the city continued 
practically all the afternoon. 


The most serious trouble of 
the 


day occurred-In Crosby street, which 
is known in police circles as "Little 
Hell." A detachment of police was 
escorting a number of wagons loaded 
with meat. A large crowd, followed 
the wagons, shou.-ng and Jeering. 


The line of wagons escorted by the 


police was frequently stopped by other 
teamsters who would manage to pulf 
across the street just in the proper 
place to prevent the meat wag- 
ons from making any progress. The 
police would order the men away and 
in a few minutes the - performance 
would, be repeated, much to the de- 
light of the immeBee «rowd. Finally 
one teamster refused to pull his team 
out of the way of the meat wagon and 
the police placed him under arrest. 
Then the fight commenced. 


In an instant a shower of stones, 


mud and sticks fell around and upon 
the officers, bruising some of them 
badly. Lieutenant Collins ordered the 
march of th< meat wagons 
to 
be 


stopped and 
at once 
charged 
the 


crowd. 


A large number of women wno came 


up to the aid of the strikers were the 
fiercest fighters of the lot. One offi- 
cer was knocked down witft a brick 
and his companions drew their clubs 
and made war with such" energy that 
in a few minutes uie street was filleu 
with men with bleeding heads. 


The mob was led by a large man 


who came from the gas house near 
Crosby street and who continually call- 
ed to his followers to "kill the coppers 
•first and hang the scabs "afterward." 


ally a big policeman got to the man 


and when it was over the-leader was 
carried off by his friends witu his head 
covered with blood. The police made 
no attempt to arrest him, for they had 
their hands full with the Hundreds of 
men and women wno crowded around 
them and fought vociously with any- 
thing they could lay their hands on. 
The crowd increased so rapidly that 
Lieutenant Collins soon saw that his 
men would be overpoweree unless he 
took vigorous action at once. 


He ordered 
the men to fall back 


slowly toward the wagons and 
the 


crowd seeing in this action a token of 
victory, pressed in with shouts and 
the vollys of stones came more thick- 
ly. The police fell back until they had 
formed a compact mass close to the 
wagons and then at Collins' order they 
drew their revolvers and charged the 
crowd once more. This time t-e fight 
was more desperate than before and 
it was over in much less time. The po- 
lice struck down a number of men and 
used their clubs and revolver 
butts 


with energy and in three minutes the 
crowd was 
broken up and in 
full 


flight. 


Forming his men around the wagons 


once more 
Collins started 
on his 


march. As soon as the police started 
away the mob formed again, and al- 
though at the respectful distance t'aey 
kept after the wagons until they had 
reached the barns at Halstead and Di- 
vision streets. In the fight about a 
dozen policement were badly bruised 


and nearly all of them had torn cloth 
ing. 


By the time the barns were reached 


the anger of the crowd had grown to a 
fever heat. An attempt was made to 
cross Halstead street, but in less than 
a minute a blockade had been formed 
which took hours to clear. The trou 
We at this point began, when a Hal 
stead electric street car stopped di 
rectly on the crossing. The car was 
filled with passengers on tneir way 
home from work. It was a peculiar co 
incidence that just as the 
packing 


house wagons approached the cross 
ing the current was shut off. it was 
said that the trolley wire had been 
cut. 
A police 
sergeant approached 


the ear and ordered the motorman to 
proceed. 


"Don't you do it," shouted the pas- 


sengers. "We'll stay here all night 
Don't move." 


The motorman informed the police 


sergeant that the current wa§- turned 
off and showed this to'be a fact by 
turning the controller. Hundreds ot 
factory hands were being dismissed 
from the neighboring shops. Scores of 
heavily loaded wagons drove up and in 
in five minutes Halstead street was 
packed and jammed with teams and 
wagons for a distance of four blocks. 
The drivers drove on purpose in such 
a way as to form a complete blockade. 


The crowd shouted and Jeereu"" at 


the police when they attempted a dis- 
play of force. Stones were thrown at 
them, and rioters were clubbed and 
dragged into the patrol wagons. Fin- 
ally after long pushing and fighting 
for a long time the police managed 
to get the wagons to the barns and 
the doors were closed. 


Last night another serious fight took 


place at Twelfth and State streets. 
Meat was being removed from the 
packing house plants by two retail 
firms. 


A crowd awaited the wagons. The 


drivers -were hooted and jeered, but 
kept their seats and awaited for i 
signal to leave the packing plants. 
Shortly after 6 o'clock in the evening 
the wagons started. Policemen were 
detailed to follow the men and pre- 
vent trouble. The crowd held back 
from open violence until the wagon5; 
reached the Twelfth street viaduct. 
From* a few hundred it had grown In- 
to the thousands, 
and the 
wagons 


ould not be driven through the dense 
masses. The officers tried to frighten 
the crowd, but while the policemen 
were attempting to guard two wagons 
each the strikers and their 
sympa- 


thizers removed the nuts on the axles 
and cut the traces. The strikers 
clamored into the wagons and threw 
the meat into the street. The three 
officer* and the eight drivers, aidet 
by the owners of the shops, fought the 


mob, 
but they were being rapidly ov 


erpowered. Police Sergeant Moonej 
was passing on a State street car. H. 
pushed his way through 
the 
crowc 


and took a place near one of til-- 
wagons where the fighting was th' 
thickest. 


As he did so he was seen by Edwarr 


Allen, colored. Allen, it is said, was 
six months ago sent to "the Bridewel 
by Sergeant Mooney. The colored mar 
was wielding a razor and he threvv 
himself at the police sergeant. Thf 
two grappled and fought in the muc 
until the colored man, it is said, hac 
cut the sergeant twice over the heac 
with the razor. Allen was then pull 
ed away by another policeman. Moon 
iy was taken to the Samaritan hospi- 
tal. His injuries are not fatal.

SPANISH LAW. 


MEN CONFESSED THEIR 
GUILT. 


One Begged to be Killed Without Hav- 


ing Black Cap Pulled Down Over 


His Head. 


Ponce, Porto Rico, June 3—The last 


executions under Spanish law occurr- 
ed here this morning when four men 
were garroted. Only one, Jose Torres 
caused any trouble. He raved about 
religion and insisted that the execu- 
tioner kill him without placing a black 
cloth over his face, saying that he 
wanted to meet God with an uncovered 
face. The doomed men were tied to 
posts at four corners of the scaffold, 
clad in black robes and their faces 
were covered. They were executed one 
at a time. The instruments of death 
were placed around their necks and 
fastened to the posts. One sharp turn 
of the screw broke the necks of the 
doomed men. Thre was not a sound or 
evidence of pain and in three min- 
utes all were pronounced dead. After 
July 1 hanging will replace the gar- 
rote in Porto Rico. The men executed 
today confessed their guilt.

Distinguished President

College Called to His Reward

Oberlin, uhio, June d — Dr. John 


Henry Barrows died at * o'clock this 
morning. He was conscious almost to 
the last and was surrounded by his 
family and friends. He was for sever- 
al years president of Oberlin conege. 


Rev. John Henry Barrows, D D., was 


born July 11, 1847, in Medina, Mich. 
He studied theology at j. -„! „ Union 
and Andover seminaries 
While at 


Union he was an ardent student 
of Henry Ward Beecher. Dr. Barrows 
was always a wide traveler. He has 
!ectured in every city of importance 
in the world. 


In November, 1898, he accepted tne 


presidency of Oberlin college. His 
ability in increasing the endowment 
of Oberlin college was remarkable- It 
was through his .nfluence that 
the 


Rockefeller $500,000 gift was secured.

Joliet, 111., June 3—A cloud burst 


struck this city at midnight causing 
'the Icfs of at least three lives and in- 
calculable damage. Almost every rail- 
road track entering the city was wash- 
ed away. 


Factories have been forced to shut 


down and business is suspended. The 
cloud burst struck the city 
without 


warning and before the people could 
get out of their beds the raging waters 
that swept down from Hickory Dam, 
which had burst, penned them in their 
homes. Scores were taken from their 
home in boats, but at daylight many 
were still waterbound. The east side 
of the city 
was hit hardest. Cass 


street was five feet under water and 
many fine houses were badly damaged: 
The railroad tracks running through 
the heart of the city were under four 
feet of water and in some of the lower 
places cars were completely submerg- 
ed. 
Many cattle were drowned and 


thousands 
of dollars worth of mer- 


chandise was ruined. The Rock Isl- 
and's big steel bridge across the canal 
was found to have settled two feet 
this morning. 


At 9 o'clock today the water began 


to subside and all danger is believed 
to have passed. A canvass of the city 
made at that hour shows the following 
probable casualties:

everywhere they were received with 
the greatest hospitality and assisted 
in the accomplishment of their mis- 
sion of observation 


There was no sign of hostility un- 


til the Filipino leaders found out that 
it was not the intention of the Repub- 
lican administration to treat them us 
it had engaged to treat the Cubans, 
and when after putting forth every 
effort to that end they utterly failed 
to secure from the representatives of 
the administration in the islands any 
sort of assurance as to the political 
future of their archipelago.

But for that we 
would never have 
needed a large 


army in the islands, and not a hostile 
gun would have been fired. 


It is the belligerent and imperial 


policy, and not the army which has 
been compelled to carry it into effect 
to the best of its ability, that is con- 
demned by ail the lovers of liberty 
and peace who understand the situ- 
ation. The 
cruelty of which com- 


plaint has been made is only a neces 
sary incident of that wretched and 
wicked policy. 


This is the truth of the matter, and 


it is idle for Mr. Roosevelt to attempt 
to dodge or conceal the issue.

The vapor form- 
ed a thick clould over the crater oi Uic 
volcano .and this cioud was illumined 
as if by fire.

the long six span, double track bridge 
of the Pennsylvania railroad over the 
lUiritun river at New BruDS^ick -nas 
moved a distauce of fourteen and a 
half feet upon the stone piers the othei 
day at noon, R.iys thp Philadelphia 
Pi ess. In ten and a half minutes the 
rails were all connected so that trains 
could be run over the bridge again. In 
this reraaikably short spa^e of time 
•\vas performed the greatest engineer 
ing feat ia budge moving that has ever 
been undertaken by any railroad in thp 
'•world. To George "W. Mershon,, master 
mechanic of the railroad, is due the 
credit for the feat. 


The llaritau river bridge is 000 feet 


long, one of the six spans being the 
draw over the Delaware and Rjiritan 
cana^ The draw and trestle-work arc 
of steel, and the enUie biidge A\Liicl: 
was moved weighs 4.114.000 pounds. 
The structure was divided into seven 
sections, with an engine o:: each of the 
piers. All the sections slid easily along 
on the iron rollers, and the work 'was 
accomplished without a hitch.

In order to elo\ate theii 
line through New Brunswick the com 
pany had to lay two more tracks o\ ei 
the river.

Monday 
night the same program was resumed 
and after two names had been pre 
sented by the Mayor and had been 
turned down by the Council, Mr. Chas 
Deardurff, Republican member from 
the Third ward, arose and said that he 
couldn't vote to confirm these appoint 
ments for the reason that he didn t 
know the men and he thought that the 
Council was entitled to know the men 
for whom they were expected to vote 
before the names were sprung on the 
Council hy the Mayor. 


At this point Mr. Thomas J. Gainor, 


Republican member from the Eighth 
ward, stated to the Council that in his 
opinion it was time to "stop this fool- 
ishness." He said it was plainly evi- 
dent that Mayor Ferry's appointments 
could not be made in the way the May- 
or was attempting to make them, and 
he said that the matter ought to be 
dropped at least for the present as the 
time of the Council he considered too 
valuable to be wasted in such a man- 
ner.

Stained Floon. 


Unless the floors are. new and well 


laid a stain improves them greatly, and 
even in a new house, where the hard- 
wood floors are fresh and clean, some 
rooms look better stained. 
For the 


drawing room perhaps the finish used 
on parquet floors is the best—L e., white 
hellac and afterward wax, the first 
coat of shellac acting as a filler, the 
second as a varnish. After this the 
wax is evenly applied with a rag. left 
to dry several hours (the longer the 
better), then polished with the heavy 
floor brush that comes for the purpose. 
Then a flannel cloth is laid on the floor, 
the brush put upon it to give it weight, 
and the floor is again polished to give it 
luster. After this floors are easily kept 
bright by being polished once a week 
with the flannel under the heavy floor 
brush, which slides along easily, and 
dusted daily after sweeping with an 
ordinary broom over which is pinned a 
woolen cloth.

Freaks of Fortune Which 


Land Men In Congress. 


How Some Statesmen Achieved the 


Ooe.1—De Armond of Missouri Won 
When 'He Swapped—Aspired to Be 
• Supreme Court Judge—General 
Clark Was a Compromise Candidate. 
Luck Better Than Riches 
times—Gar-field's Political Start.

Of course, In tLc \erj uatuvc of 


things, there are many ways of getting 
to congress. If each member would 
truthfully write out his own particu- 
lar method and if all these various ex- 
positions of ways and means could be 
gathered together and printed in a 
book, it would be an exceedingly inter- 
esting and readable, perhaps an in- 
structive and surprising, volume. 
How Judge De Armond Got In. 


Take the case, for Instance, of Judge 


David A. De Armond of "Missouri. He 
was now entered upon his sixth consec- 
utive term and appears to have a loug 
lease on his seat. He has come to like 
congressional life, yet originally be did 
not banker after the position he now 
holds. His tastes lay in the judicial 
line. He was a circuit judge and com- 
missioner of the supreme court, which 
was a sort of brevet supreme judge- 
ship. He aspired to be a real, full- 
fledged supreme judge. In 18SS Judge 
De Armond, Judge James B. Gant and 
the then Congressman William Joel 
Stone, since governor and national 
committeeman, all lived in the same 
district. That year De Armond ran for 
supreme judge, and Gant tackled Stone 
for t,he congressional nomination. Man 
proposes, but God disposes. Gant was 
defeated for congress and De Armond 
for the supreme judgeship. In 1800 
either by accident or design Gant and 
De Armond swapped horses, so to speak 
—that is, Gant was a candidate for su- 
preme judge and De Armond for con- 
gress. Both won. Not long since I 
•asked De Armond, "If you could turn 
the clock back to 1890 and were offer- 
ed 20 years on the supreme bench of 
Missouri or 20 in congress, which 
would you take?" After some'study 
he replied, "With the feelings I then 
had I would select the supreme judge- 
ship; with those I entertain now, the 
congressional career." 
How General Clark Went to Congress. 


The congressional career of young 


General John B. Clark of Missouri Il- 
lustrates the truth of the ancient adage, 
"Better be born lucky than rich." In 
1865 he was a Confederate brigadier. 
In 1868 and 1870 he was elected sheriff 
and collector of Howard county, Mo., 
a'good fat office In those days. In 
1S72, while still holding that position 
or those positions, his father, the bril- 
liant and renowned "Old General John 
B. Clark, and General James Shields, a 
major general in two wars, the only 
man that ever represented three differ- 
ent states in the senate of the United 
States and whose effigy in bronze hon- 
ors Statuary hall, and other Demo- 
cratic warhorses locked horns—if war: 
horses may be said to have horns—for 
the congressional nomination. The fight 
was-Jfast and furious. 
A prolonged 


deadlock ensued. Young General John 
B. was at home discharging his duties 
as sheriff and collector with no snore 
Idea of going to congress than any 
reader of this has of ascending the 
throne of Russia. Somebody suggest- 
ed him as a "compromise candidate.'* 
He was acceptable to all, was nominat- 
ed in a jiffy, was elected and served ten 
years as a representative and six as 
clerk of the house. 
General Gar-field's Political Start. 


James A. Garfield was first elected 


to congress while he was serving as a 
major general in the army in 1S62, 
partly because of his personal promi- 
nence and partly because the old Josh- 
ua R. Giddings guard in the Western 
Reserve wanted to even up things with 
the opposing faction, which had knock- 
ed out their chief at the election of 
I860, and they took up General Gar- 
field as the most available man in 
sight whom they could use for pur- 
poses of revenge. 
Thus he entered 


upon that long and brilliant congres- 
sional career which landed him in the 
White House and filled the world with 
his acclaim. 


His first entrance into political life, 


however, was purely accidental. In 
1850 he was president of Hiram col- 
lege, then a small institution, now a 
large one, and on Sundays preached in 
the neighboring churches. He seemed 
fated to spend his life in the pulpit 
and the classroom, but "there's a des- 
tiny that shapes our ends." It so hap- 
pened that there was a vacancy in the 
state senatorship from that district 
Young Garfield attended the Republic- 
an senatorial convention as a delegate. 
A deadlock ensued. One day in pre- 
paring to go to dinner another delegate 
by accident got hold of Garfield's hat 
and clapped it on his own head. 
It 


was so big that it slipped over his ears 
and rested on his shoulders. The as- 
tonished delegate shouted gleefully: 
"Eureka! I have found the man for 
state senator! Any man who lias as 
large a head as Garfield carries around 
Is fit to be state senator!" The other 
delegates agreed with him, and that 
afternoon Garfield was nominated in 
a jiffy. 
A Valuable Proofreader. 


Many men know many things In a 


dim, hazy sort of way. Few know any- 
thing accurately. I had this imprinted 
on my mind during the short session of 
the Fifty-sixth congress. 
In the heat 


of debate on the rher and harbor bill 
I undertook to make a quotation from 
the Bible and said, "It is written in a\ 
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rery old book, 'He who careth not for 
ais own household is worse than a hea 
then.' " When I had concluded my re- 
inarUs, my friend John Sharp Williams 
of Mississippi, one of the linest schol- 
ars and most brilliant men in the 
house, having graduated at or from 
the universities of Virginia and Hei- 
delberg, came along and said, "Champ, 
you got your Scriptural quotation 
wrong." I asked him to write it out 
for me, which he did, as follows: "He 
that provideth not for those of his own 
household is worse than an infidel." 
Supposing that he knew what he was 
talking about, when the reporters gave 
me the notes of my speech for revision,, 
having no Bible at hand to verify the 
quotation, I wrote it in as Williams 
had it. Next morning when The Rec- 
ord appeared I was ereatly turpri 
to discover thAt he did not know much 
more .about it than I did and that we 
each had made a bad stagger at quot- 
ing the book of books, for the Argus 
eyed proofreader had changed it so as 
to read, "If any provide not for his 
own and especially for those of his 
own house, he hath denied the faith 
and is worse than an infideL" 
Hepburn's Inflammable Condition. 


Colonel William Peters Hepburn of 


Iowa in debate is "savage as a meat 
ax." In private he is amiable and likes 
to borrow the words of sweet Robbie 
Burns, "a rousing whid at times to 
vend." 
. In the Fifty-sixth congress, when 
one of Loud's postofflce bills was 
"dragging its weary length along," Mr. 
Gardner of New Jersey, Colonel Hep- 
burn and myself fell into conversation. 
Gardner claimed me as one of his con- 
stituents because my father was born 
in his district, county and township. 
Hepburn said he thought I was a na- 
tive Missourian. I replied: "No. I 
was born in Kentucky and was never 
out of that state or saw a mosquito or 
a steamboat until I was 22." The word 
mosquito stirred his memory, and he 
said: "When I was in the army in 
August, 1S63, I was detained for a 
week in a Mississippi river bottom 
down in Arkansas. 
The mosquitoes 


nearly ate us up. I rubbed coal oil 
on myself as a preventive till I was 
so thoroughly saturated with it that I 
was afraid to blush for fear of taking 
fire!" 
Pleasantries of Debate. 


It may appear strange, but it Is nev- 


ertheless true, that members who are 
personally friendly take more liberties 
with each other in debate than do 
those who are unfriendly. 


When the river and harbor bill of the 


Fifty-sixth congress was under discus- 
sion, Mr. Hepburn propounded the 
theory that boating on the Missouri 
river had dwindled to the vanishing 
point by reason of what he denominat- 
ed the great and unusual "slope" of 
that stream. To that theory I respond- 
ed as follows: 
:'Does the gentleman, from Iowa 


(Colonel Hepburn) believe that there 
has been any notable change in the 
conformation of the earth's crust in 
that part of the continent within the 
last 50 years? Is the source of the 
Missouri ,river any farther above the 
level of the Mississippi now than it 
was when Robert Fulton Invented the 
steamboat? 
Have the mountains o? 


Montana lifted their lofty heads any 
nearer to heaven or has the bed of the 
Father of Waters sunk any closer to 
the center of the earth within his rec- 
ollection or even within human mem- 
ory? Does he think that the 'slope' 
of that river is any greater now thav, 
when steamboating was in its palmy 
days and when hundreds of thousands 
of passengers and countless tons of 
freight went up and down from St. 
Louis to Fort Benton in those gorgeous 
'floating palaces' which were the pride 
and glory of the western country? 


"Does he believe that the Missouri 


river 'slopes' both ways? 
While I 


listened to his annual speech—pleasant 
Because an old acquaintance, familiar 
to the ears as household words by rea- 
son of its frequent iteration—I con- 
cluded that he must harbor that wild 
.lallucination; otherwise his theory of 
'slopes' sinks into repulsive nothing- 
ness, as Rider Haggard's 'She,' for it 
stands to reason and to nature that if 
the 'slope' of the Missouri river forbids 
3oating up stream it expedites it down 
stream, ex necessitate, and in that way 
exactly evens up the whole thing. 


"The learned gentleman's theory as 


:o 'slopes' is about on a par with Mark 
Twain's mathematical demonstration 
:hat if the Mississippi river continues 
to shorten itself for a given number of 
years at the rate it has been proceed- 
ng on that line for the last 150 years 
?airo and New Organs will be jam- 
med together as one city and the Mis- 
sissippi river will stick out several hun- 
dred miles over the gulf of Mexico." 


Hepburn came "back at me in this 


pleasant fashion: 


"Mr. -Chairman, I venture a sugges- 


:ion or two to the gentleman from Mis- 
souri (Mr. Clark) with a great deal of 
diffidence. I see that he has studied 
the question of navigation and hydrau- 
ics and understands it thoroughly.'He 
has overcome a 'difficulty that engi- 
neers have never yet been able to over- 
come to their satisfaction. He has dis- 
covered that the slope of a river and 
the extraordinary currents that may 
result from an excessive slope do not 
interfere 
with navigation, because, 


while it may be difficult to get up, yet 
you can slide down so much easier that 
the thing is balanced. 


"As boys we used to think there was 


a great deal of delight in sliding down 
hill. We would even draw a sled back 
for the pleasure of the swift motion 
downward. But that plan has never 
yet been adapted by men to transporta- 
tion, as I understand. According to the 
gentleman's theory, Niagara falls sire 
not an impediment to the nav Igation of 
the Niagara river. It might be very dif- 
ficult to get up. but you would come 
down so fast that the tiling would bo 
equalized."
